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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the ultrasound generator (claim 1), 
the core mobile (claim 2) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. It is not clear in claim 1 whether the limitation the control circuit comprising means for 
varying the value of the capacitor and/or that of the self-induction coil of the secondary of the 
transformer" should be interpreted as inclusive or in the alternative form. 
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■ In claim 1, the limitation "it comprises two circuits, namely a work circuit to whose terminals 
the ultrasound generator is connected", it is unclear to the examiner whether it refers to the 
ultrasound generator or the supply means. For examination purposes it refers to the supply 
means. 

■ The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

4. In claim 4, the term ''close to" is a relative term, which renders the claim indefinite. The 
term "close to" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. Also, in claim 4, it is unclear what the applicants mean by 
the phrase "an RLC circuit close to the resonance is formed". What resonance are you referring 
to? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-4 would be allow^able if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination 

the control circuit comprising two control circuits comprising two transformers and a RLC 
circuit; the control circuit providing means for varying the value of the capacitor or the value of 
the inductance coil. Therefore, the limitations contained on claim lare considered to be in 
condition of allowance.
